great hazard, and that was by Arre- 
{ting his Conſtable, who experimen- 
ted to hiz coſt, how ſhorta journey it 
was from the Kings Cabinet, to his 
Scaffold. This Conſtable (who was 
called Don Altare de Lune, and whoſe 
Mother had ordered things fo, that he 
was ignorant who was hits Father) 
might have been however as happy as 
one that was Legitimate, had he not 
been blinded by his Ambition. My 
Opinionis , he was a man of parts, for 
the Favourite of a King, 1s never the 
work of Fortune alone, and whoever 
has the happineſs to be born to that Ho- 
nour, has alwaicz ſome qualification 
to recommend him to his Prince. But 
favour and envy being inſeperable com- 
panions , and thecarcſſes of Kings being 
intrinſically ſo pretious, as to make all 
_ emulare who arrive not at that 
onour, Dop Aluare de Lune (who was 
mcre abſolute then his Maſter) con- 
tracted the Odium of the Grandees, 
and gave occaſion of Conſpitacy againſt 
Eis Fortunes to ſuch as cſteemd him of 
leſs merit th;en themſelves, The King 
ot 
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of Arragon (who was Uncle, and Tutor 
ro the King of Caſtile) had three ſons , 
the Eldeſt (who ſucceeded in the place 
of his deceas'd Father) thundred ouc 
his diſpleaſure againſt the Grandeur of 
the Conſtable; the ſecond (who in 
right of his wife was King of Navary, 
and nam'd ſrnocert) was bis profeft 
Enemy ; And the third, (married tothe ' 
King of Caſtles Siſter , and without va« 
nity one of the briskeſt , and moſt ative 
young Princes in his time) by open force 
attempted againſt his life. Theſe three 
Potent Adverſaries, created him many 
others, and by degrees ſo blackn'd him 
in his Reputation, thac at length the 
King (being weary of the Warrs which 
the Conſtable had occafion'd) thought 
him }1:igher by the head then was fir- 
ting, and caus'd ir tobecut off, as if 
he had been to accompliſh his Horoſ- 
cope , which threatned him with that 
enſuing diſaſter: No ſooner tad his 
Head and his Shoulders taken their 
leaves, but Caſtile (which before was 
divided into Fations) was immediate- 
ly united, a calme ſucceeded the difor- 
ders which had rcign'd, and two months

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repoſe, extinguiſh'd the memory of 
rwenty years troubles, | 

During the time of the Warr, Love 
(which had noopportunity to declare it 
ſelf to thoſe who prefer'd honour bejore 
At) began to look about and endevour 
te redemption of the long time had been 
loft. Dor Drego de Shuniga (grand Alquas 
zil ro his Caſtellaze Majeſty, and much 
nhis favour upon the vigorous execution 
of. his Commithon for'ttie Arreſting of 
rhe Conſtable) was one of the moſt con- 
ſiderable perſons. in that Court , and 
beſides the greatneſs of his Quality , had 
afair Eſtare to maintain it : He was as 
handſomea man as a Spaziard can natu- 
rajly be, te had a [tift lank head of hair 
hanging downto the middle of his back, 
(and undoubtedly he would every night 
bave turn'd it up under his Cap, had not 
the hair of that Country had an univer- 
{al indiſpolition tocurlingy which made 
him admired by the Ladies. His Eyes 
wcre quick, and lively, his Mouth net- 
ther too big, nor too little, his Teeth net- 
ther white, nor black, his Noſe being of 
a Competent length was proplttous 


enough, the whole mold of his Face was 
| indifferent 
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indifferent well ; and for: a Caftelane , 
he was but moderately Tawny ; His fa- 
ther tlc Count de Playſance, who (unleſs 
he could over reach death , which is ſe]- 
dome decciv'd) was of an age to look 
abour lim, and cothink of changing this 
world for another , leaſt rhe Fam of 
the Sturzgas ſhould fail,reſolv'd ro Marry 
him ro the Marqueſs of Santillares 
Daughter, who inall probability would 
be glad to propagare his poſterity : Bur 
his deliberation was too long before he 
mention'd itto him : Dox Dzego had not 
patience to attend the Commands of his 
Father 1n the diſpoſing of his affcions, 
he had preſented them long ago, withour 
thinking himſelt oblig'd ro trouble his 
head with any ſuch formality, and with 
how much the leſs pain he had granted 

him his permiſſion, the more perplexity 
it would have given him to reaſſume 
them. . Blanche de Pimentel the Daughter 
of the Count de Benevert , had not given 
him leiſure co go to his Father the Count 
de Plaiſance with his Petition : This was 
the greateſt ſurprizeof liberty that ever 
was known, to fee her, was to be 1mme- 


diatcly inamoured , but of all che Ser- 
| B 3 vants 
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vants ſhe had, Dor Diego was the only 
man who loved not for nothing. She had 
as fond a folly for him, as he had for 
her : and it betng reciprocal, they paſt 
their time (o contented and merry , they 
would not have chang'd it with wiſdom 
it ſelf, withour money to boot. 

Among the crowd of his Servants, 
Blanche had one of an antientcr date than 
Dor Diego, for winom ſhe had a hanker- 
ing formerly, and1t might have grown 
up to an aftcction, had not Dox Drego 
ſupplanted it. This Gallant who had 
got very near her heart, but could never 

ct in, was called Dox Ruts de Moncade , 
and had a Siſter extraordinarily hand- 
ſome which he had promis'd to Frarciſco 
ae Medina (a covetous Raſcal rhat dent- 
ed himſclf even neceſlaries) without en- 

uiring ſo much as whether ſhe lik'd 
him or not. Elorre de Aoncade knowing 
very well that her Brother Dox Ruts had 
as much power over her as he would 
pleaſcto aſſume, and having none of her 
Relations letr, he was to ſupply the place 
of them al], ſhe was lefs offended with 
him for his impertinent promiſe, than 
with her Sweer heart, whoſe deſign was 
rQ 
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to make his advantages thereby, But 
Franciſco having an indiſpeniible occatton 
into 1taly, to poſſeſs himſelf of an Eſtate 
an Unkle of his had Jett him, whoas his 
intelligence aſſured him was departed 
withall the formalities both of Phyſt- 
tian and Confeſlor , E/y;ra difſſembled 
the averſion ſhe had for him , and re- 


ſolved ro imploy her time ſo well in his 


abſence, it ſhould beno fault of hers if 
he found her not Married at his return. 
The day of his departure arriving, the 
Cavalicr rcfolv'd to do all things in or- 
der, and totake his leave formally of his 
Miſtreſs. He went to make her a vilit 
ina Suit made originally for the Town, 
bur tranſmogrified for riding ( for leaſt 
the Spanrſh mode ſhould alter and leave 
him 4n the lurch, he never had burtone.)

Jefr me four thouſand Duckets : You 
know I have as much aircady of my own, 
and when both theſe Sums are joyn'd to 
five thouſand I am to have in Marriage 
with you (for | will not bate you a tar.

year, witch by continual multiplication 
will in :wenty years time amount ro no 
inconiiderable Eſtate, I muſt needs de- 
Clare freely that for my part I am not of 
the (ortiſh humour of many people in the 
worid, thatis, to incommode my felt 
incompicment to another. 1 cannot bur 
laugir art thoſe who have more Gold upon 
their Backs, than in their Pockets, = 
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did I not believe you wiſe enough to imi.. 
rate ſo prudent a Husband , 1 muſt deal 
plainly, you ſhonld ger one where you 
could for me. In ſhort, Elvira (ſays he) 
] do not court you with the little tricks 
and ſtraczagems which other people uſe, 
I] make yu no prefents, leaft by any ac- 
cident our Marriage ſhould break, and 
] be forc'd to re-demand them ; when 
you are once my Wite all's your own, 
you ſhall be Miſtreſs of my whole Eſtate, 
upon « ona1tion you ſpend not a farthings 
and to tel] you the very bottom of my 
heart, foraſmuch as Children are 
chargeable to bring up , and cannot be 
brought 1ato the world withour much 
pain and danger to you, it ſhall be my 
particular care you may never have any. 
Having given him time toutrer all theſe 
impertiinences, Elurra who had reafon 
enough for iicr patience and attention , 
replyed in few words, That ſhe was 
more affected wirh his departure, than 
perhaps he imagin'd ; but lat me conjure 
you ({tays ſhe) by all the love thar is 
berwixt us, to remember, that ſuch

Franciſco (who was altogether for his 
own intcreſt , and interpreted all Eltire 
ſaid, ro his own advantage, eſpecially 
that part of 1ier Harargue, relating tothe 
5000 Duckcts, he wasto have with her) 
conjur'd i:er by the vaſt paſſion he had 
for her, rouſe all herarts to get mcre if 
ſhe could, and it her Brother refus'd to 
do her juſtice, ſhe ſhould do juſtice ro 
her felt, and convey away privatly what= 
ever might be ſerviceable. He told her 
thatto take from the Brother what did 
legally belong tothe Siſter, he had fix'd 
his eyes upon her Porcton, and higled for 
her as ſhe had been {old by the Candle. 
He told ber alſo that the Match had like 
to have been broke two or three times, . 
becauſe Doz Ruts was Obſtinate in two or 
three trifles, that if ſhe found her ſelf 
injur'd inany part of her Eſtate, ſhe was 
bound in Conſcience to repair her ſelf as 
ſhe could.

he was ſowell ſhap'd , he: could ſcarce 
be taken for a Sparzard , That he had 
more beauty than is neceſſary to make a 
man ſimply handſome, - that his head 
was well furniſhed both without and 
within, That he had a Sword by his 
ſide, which upon good occaſion gave him 
no little defence. So many good quali. - 
ties were the cauſe that Doz Ruts ( who 
had given out that Elusra was gone into 
the __ and expreſly, commanded 
her not to appear , to prevent any {can- 
dalousreport tbat might ariſe upon Dox 
Guſman's being lodg*d near ſo beautiful a 
Lady) was no better obey'd, The ap- 
prehenſion Eltira had of her Marriage 
with Franciſco de Medina contributed to 
her kindneſs for Guſman de Haro : and 
Jacinta her Maid who was of the hu- 
mour of the reſt, and would have done 
her worſe ſervice if occaſion had been, 
negotiated moſt religiouſly in all her de- 


ſigns. Don Guſman Was near 4 Month 
in 
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in the houſe before he had a fight of 
Elvira, bur it was not ſo long before he 
heard ſhe was ingaged : There was 10 
perfe& an intimacy betwixt Doz Ruts 
and him, they frequently communicated 
fecrets, and perhaps their memories were 
ſogood, there was not one' on cither fide 
conceal'd. The firſt which Don Rurs im- 
parted, was, That he was in Love with 
Blanche de Pimentel, and whilſt che hu- 
mour of tatling was upon him, if there 
had been more chan bare love inthe caſe, 
"tis believed ar that time he had not i1ad 
che diſcretion to have conceal'd ir. Elurrs 
inthe mean time who thorow a private 
Lettice which open'd into the Streer,was 
dlwayes peeping upon Don Guſman,tound 
him more charming than I have de- 
frrib'd. And knowing her Brothers hours 
very well, that he wenr late to bed, and 
by conſequence was no early riſer , the 
fer her ſubtil Tacizmre to watch Don Guſ- 
man one night ; though he had never {cen 
her face 1n his life , yer that was nor 
enough, ſhemuſt have a Vall too down 
tt her Girdle. Having attended him a 
full hour in vain, ſhe was upon the 
polat toreturn, when ſhe-percetved him - 
marching 
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marching from a place where all the 
Gallantry of Toledo divert themſelves 
everynight. She took the firſt opportu- 
nity to accoſt him, and taking him aſide, 
cold him ſhe was imployed from a Lady 
of more than Ordinary quality, ts deſire 
he would mcet her at the place from 
whence he came, the next morning by 
thar time it was day. Fortune (whoin 
chat age had, no more hair than ſhe has 
now, and betnhg once elaps'd, Is nor eaſily 
recovered) was immediatly catcht by 
rhe foretop by Dox Guſman t he delibe- 
rated not one moment what he was to do, 
or if he did, it wasonly what preſent he 
was to give to ſo grateful an Ambaſla- 
dreſs, however at laſk (aftcr long con- 
ſulration) he ſent her away without any 
thing, but vcry good words, He was no 
ſooner at his Lodging , but he ſent poſt 
for Doz Ruts, impatient till he had given 
him a Rowland for his Oltuer, and paid . 
him his confidence in his own kind, bur 
he was not to be found thatnight, and 1c 
was no {mall trouble tro our Nofgurnal 
Adventurer,tolyeall that time with ſuch 
a ſecret upon his heart. 

A kind of Barbar or Yalet de Chamter, 
which 
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which Doz Guſmar had brought along. 
wirh him, and imployed him often times 
in che Offices thoſe creatures areus'd to, 
was appotnted to warch whilſt his Ma- 
ſter repoſed , if Cyp:id was ſo favourable 
as to permit him to ſleep; For fear his 
Lady ſhonld wait for him at break of 
day (not tocall it the Crepuſculum accor- 
ding to the diale& of our Modern Ro- 
mancers ) Dox Guſman commarided his 
ingenious XMardoce to be ſure tro wake 
him when the Clock ſtrook three. XMar- 
doce for fear he ſhould happen to ſleep, 
burnt Paper vnder his Note, when he 
found himſelf flumbring, in which man- 
ner he kept watching ll it was halt an 
hour paſt rwo, but then his fuel being 
ſpent, he fell fo ſoundly aſleep, that had 
not his ſnoring wak'd his Maſter (who 
wak'd hun alſo by the Ears) withour 
doubr he might have been found in the 
ſame poſture, when the Clock had (truck 
twelve. But lactnta was not {o drowtic , 
ſhe had wak'd Elvira ſo early, that in 
fpight of all the diligence. Do Guſmar 
could make, he had the diſpleaſure to 
find his Miſtreſs firſt at the place, and 

Mandoce who was commanded to fojlow 
| MY Og. ng him, 
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him, and ſlept ſtill as he march'd attce- 
his Maſtcr, had had his ſhare of his in- 
dignation, had he not been diverted by 
his conſideration of the perſon which at- 
rended him: Elurra ( who was valled , 
and had never been ſeen by Doz Guſman 
before) did more execution upon hint ar 
firſt ſ1ghr, than ſhe could have imagined, 
the Excellence of her ſhape imprinted fo 
Amorous a reſpect in the heart of Doz 
Gſman, thathe had a furious itch imme- 
diately of ſecing the reſt, I ſee Madam 
(ſays he) after he had made his beſt re-

If what you ſay Sir be 
true (reply'd Eluira) and you be as 
diſcreet as you appear to be civil, I ſhall 
be ſo free as ro acknowledge the trouble 
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I have given you. So unuſual a way of 
procceding as mine is, may ſcem to be in 
exculavle, but when you ithall be infor- 
med of that which at preſcnt it 15 nor 
poſhible I thould rell you, peradventure 
you will not condemn me : Alllcan ſay 
now 1s, T hat the 1iverty I take, ought nor 
ro make you COncelve any thing wo my 
diſadvantage.

VVhy Madam, rc- 
ply'd Dor Guſmar very ſhort, (who was 
already inamour'd of Eluiras thape by 
his Eyes, and was cntring into a new 
captivity by his Ear) will you be {ocrucl 
as to pcrmit me to {ce no more than I 
have done > I will unvail reply'd Elwrs 
very modelily, it you be fo unjuſt as ta 
command it ; bur, this day paſt, you 
ſhall ncver {ce me again whilſt you live, 
I Command you ! reply'd Doz Guſman

{in more confuſion by Elvras threats , 
than ihe was by his deſire ro {ce her) in 
rae condition lamin, it would be more 
calic for ine never to ſee you, and to Sa- 
crifice all the fatisfaCtion the fight of you 
could oive me, than ro exact that from 
you, wi.ich you thinkmnot proper to per 
mic. 1 mult contcts I ſhould have been 
very happy to have ſeen you, had you} 
thoug ht it convenient ; bur fince you have 
reaſons to the contrary, I muſt order my 
{cli {vas not todciuc it, 2nd rather ACe 
commodate to what you ate pleas'd t9 
preſcribe, chan you ſhould condeſcend 
ro what I have {o infolently requeſted. 
VWhiPFR your ſentiments are fo honoura-

Coutd you im- 
poſe any thing more ſevere upon me , 
xcply'd Doy Guſman , nothing thoulg be 
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able to diſcourage me. To morrow I 
ſhall wait upon you carlicr than I have 
done to day, that I may have the happi- 
neſs to fee you ſooner, or art leaſt the 
leaſure to attend you : And Madam, fo 
tar ſhall I be from following you anda- 
cioully, atrcr ſo ſtrit a prohibicion I do 
ingagenot to ſtir, till you have been an 
hour at home.

ſnorcing as he did, he had entertain'd the 
Maid, whilſt I was with the Muircts , 
and ſhe having (probably) no more wir 
than hcr Netghbours, ſome words or 
other mighc have fallen from her , and 
have inſtructed my ignorance : That 
which'you are ſo ignorant of ( reply'd 
1andore) may eaſily be diſcover'd , it 
you will give your ſelf the trouble. And 
how 1s ic, ic may be diſcovered (faid Don 
Gufinan) ſeeing I know not the perſon I 
diſcours'd with, nor never ſaw her in my 
life > Yes Sir, you may know her if you 
will (reply'd AZandres) and the reaſon 
why you may eaſily know hcr, is becaute 
you , never ſaw her : Notwith ſtanding 
the Kelps your worithip was plcas'd ro 
five and I pledt'd toreceive; I muſttel! 
you 
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/ichcut Complement, thatyou are 
nv} buil man in the body : Toſee your 
Embrouidcries and fine Cloths, which you 
change as oftenas the Kings Steward of 
1:15 Houthold,one would think you richer 
than you arc, and that you pay very libe- 
rally tor all your Amours, though indeed 
iti: God knows how. The Lady which 
came to mect you, and deſigns you to be 
one of the belt of t:cr Cullys - - - - - How 
now Raſcal, replyed Dez Guſman, ntCr- 
rupting him, Know that 1t thou wert 
worth the trouble of knocking rhee on 
the head, I woula have bcen reveng'd 
of that inſolence before this , and unleſs 
you {peak with more reſpect for the tu- 
ture, of the molt toncurable perſon 1n 
the world, I thall paſs by all conſide- 
ration, and pur you into a condition of 
talking no more of it whilit you live. I am 
vcry {cnſible, reply'd fanavce, I am not 
worchet.c trouble of being beaten, and 
to Jet your hand bur fail on me, 1s no 
leſs chan to profane it : Bur it by way of 
diſcourſe I may be permitted two or 
tl.rce words, I would fain know In what 
it 1s you have found this perſon fo Hono- 
table: VWhat khorour or bunelly $5 tier 
CG 4 110 
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in ſetting a Female Sentinel to watch 
you, who ſuppoling ſhe had got a prize, 
appoi:ted you a Rendevouz at one 1n the 
Morning, when all honcſt people are 
a ſleep, as you ſaw was ? Perhaps you 
will an(wet 11 her juſtification,thar ſhe is 
honeſt, becauſc ſhe kept her word ſo ex- 
actly,becauſe ſhe was ſo far from making 
you wait,the was at the place appointed 

efore you : But ſhe had ſcarce been 
ſodiligenr, had ſhe belicved the thould 
have been ſent back empry handed, and 
if I may beſo bold, (chouzh I wasa ſleep 
all the rime) I dare lay a wager, ſhe de- 
Iired to borrow a Sum of Money of you , 
for your better acquatnrance : If it were 
as you have the baſcnels to lay, reply'd 
Dor Guſmar , doeſt thou think (Varlet) 
I have any thing the might nor diſpoſe 
of : And ſhould nor I be oblig'd to het 
ercrnally for the great Favour ſhe had 
done me, in prefcring me to ſo many 
others who arc doubtleſs ambitious to 
ſerve het : Why (taid Mandoce) would 
you have lent her money it the had ask'd 
it > Why (ſaid Daz Guſmar) do you que- 
ſtion ir ? it is abominablec in you toEntcr-= 
.tain ſuch apprchenſions ; I am not born 
0 
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to be ſerviceable, ro ſo amiable a perſon] 
and I ſhould flatter my ſelf in vain with 
{o great a happineſs , ſecing her face is 
hor viſible to me. 

Aandoce (who for the better conveni- 
ence of diſcourſing , dclir'd his Maſter 
that they might march cheek by jowle as 
thiicy were, and that no Ceremony might 
be ſtood upon in tt. field) was got be- 
fore he was aware to the very Gates of 
the City, when Dor Guſmar recollecting 
himſelt, and nor holding ir fit to be 
{cen in converſation w:th his man, he 
commanded him to lay by his Camrade- 
ſhip, and return to his backiide. Doz 
Ruts, who as it appears, vad had no Ren= 
dezvous at three in tlic morning , flept 
very fecurely, when 1s amorous Friend 
entered into his Chamber, ctircw ope the 
Currains, and told him a'l ce ctrcum=- 
ſtances of his Adventurc, except the place 
where they had met, and the time they 
were to meet again, which he kept to 
himiclt, leaſt his curiofity might be ex- 
cucd, and he become a Rival of a Friend. 
Don Guſman, who had his buſineſs todo, 
which his new love could not make him 
torger, departed whether he pleas'd, and 
Don 
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Dorn Ruts overjoyed with what Doz Guf.. 
man had told him, and very glad to un- 
derſtand her compliance with himſelf, 
put on his cloths withall ſpeed, repair'd 
direQly to his Siſters Chamber, and cold 
her the whole Story, word for word as 
his Friend had told, applauding her man. 
ner of life by the by, and obſerving 
the great difference in his Conduct, from 
other peoples, who hazarded the honour 
of their Families by the liberty they 
took : I will not ſay Eluira was much 
{urprized with her Brothers Relation, bc- 
cauſe there is no Reader , let him be as 
dull, and infenſible as he will , can have 
folictle wit as to doubt it; This I ſhall 
ſay and nomorc, her Reſolution was ſo 
great, ſhe heard her Brother quite our 
without ſo much as changing her colour ; 
When the Brother was weary of com- 
mending his Siſter,and the Siſter as wea- 
ry to hear his Commendattons. Doz Ruts 
(who by virtue of theſe Preſentz had 
wrought himſelf in with Beatrix, Blanche 
ade Pimentels Chambcr-maid ) went to 
make hera vifir, and4ctt#lura and [a- 
cinta by themſelves No ſooner was he 


out of the Room, but they began co Para- 
plraſe 
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phraſc upon the indiſcretion of Man, and 
the kindncfles they could do them ſome- 
times, could rhey be ſccured they 
would not brag of them when they 
had done. 

Inthe meantime Doz Diego de Stuniga, 
and Blanche de Pimentell (of whom I have 
ſpoke in the beginning of this Hiftory) 
were ſo deſperately ini love with one ano- 
ther, they were perpetually quarrelling, 
and yet their quarrels were not fo perpe- 
tal, bur they were preſently compoſed. 
Doz Diego was fodamnably afraid of lo- 
ſing his Blaxche, and Blanche in ſuch a 
peck of troubles for fear of her dear Die- 
g0, that they kept continual ſpyes upon 
one another : Norcould they bea walk- 
ing together, or ata Ball, ora Piay, bur 
it Blanche carch'd him peepivg upon any 
other Lady,or he het caſting her A lzades 
upon any body; there was a foul houſe 
immediately, a hundred ſuſpicions came 
into their heads, after which follow'd a 
hundred reproches, after them as many 
injuties and affronrs, after rhem an ab- 
ſolite rupture; and art laſt an abſoJute 
reconciliation, Don Ruts who loved al- 
wayes at his own charges; ſtood —_ in 

Alt 
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fair Beatrix opinion , than Dox Diego + 
For Beatrix being the depolitory where 
her Miſtreſs lay'd her ſecrets , he paid 
wel for every one ſhe deliver'd out, and to 
{peak truth more then they were worth 
to him,for he never had the lealt advan- 
cage by them : Whereas on the other 
ſide Doz Dzego knew morc than he, and 
that without any ſuch chargeable Com- 
merce, which indeed he was afraid to 
entertain, leaſt Blanche coming ſometime 
or otter to hear ir, ſhould imagine he had 
a mind to take her in alſo by the by, 
But I paſs over the Amour: of Zlanche 
and Dar Dzego, becauſe the time of their 
deſcription is not come : I thall inlarge 
upon them where ir is neceflary, and 
diſpoſe of their loves ina more conveni- 
cnc place. I return therefore to the im- 
patient Doz Guſman, who began to think 
the hours three times as Jong as he ima- 
gin'd them , though he 1imagin'd them 
rhree times as Jong as they wero. But 
to ct paſs no morſc] of Morality which 
preſents ir ſelf ro us, and co make 1: ap- 
pear, that man is no ſooner in poſiciſion 
of whac he deſired , bur he 1s inſtantly 


* as 1mpatient for ſomething elſe, you 
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muſt know that Doz Gaſman having wair- 
ed for Sun ſetting ſo long, that he began 
roSwear like a Mad-man, as ſoon as he 
was down, was inas much haſt to have 
him riſc again , nor conſidering he had 
come a long Journey, and ought in Con. 
{cience to have a little repoſe : Having 
quarrel'd over night with the day for 
thutting in ſo late, he was as angry inthe 
morning it brake out no ſooner : and had 
he beento well read in Ovrd's Metamor- 
phoſis , he would have believ'd the young 
Gallan ad been recreating with Theſis, 
& that tiie pleaſures he found in herBed, 
had detain'd him too long ! 1t I ſhould 
{peak with an Emphaſis, and after the 
Mode of our new Writers, I ſhould tell

ſelt in ſtaying tor him betore , would 
fleep no longcr, though hc had a Months 
mind toanocher Nap : he got up there.

Cloths he had, took the ſame Ruff in 
which he us'd to watt upon the King ,

gether (which it you will Lave tic truth 

out, was bur one _ and away to the 
place where tiie tair Lady had appoint- 
ed. Bring 2 little before her, they began 
to confidcy what was t9 he done; Doz 
Guſman was contriving whar he ſong's 
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ſay ro oblige her to unvail, Mardoce on 
the other tide was making his Comple- 
ments tcr the Chamber-Matid, whom his 
Malicr had commanded him to entertain 
wict all poſhble reſpe&, Whilſt the 
one. was 1a his Meditations, and the 
orhcr at Study , the Clock ſtruck four, 
and no Lady appear'd : From four ro 
five L am not certain how they ſpent their 
time, whether the Maſter, in his rumina- 
tions, the man in his Studies, or both of 
them in common diſcourſe ; but this I can 
juſtifie, the Glock ſtruck again, and the 
Lady as far off as before : Poor Guſman 
harraſs'd out with attendance, and want 
of {leep the laſt night, grew drowlie be- 
fore he was aware, and reſolv'd to rake 
a touch, i.e caus'd his Adandoce to ſpread 
his Cloak upon the graſs, and he would 
lye downuponirt, but before he lay down, 
he commanded him to be vigilant, and 
not {uftcr him to be {urprized by his 
Miſtreſs 1n the poſture he was in : Man- 
doce who had the leſs fleepof the two,and 
was much better atit , was not long be- 
fore he follow'd his Example : He 
labourcd what he could ro keep himſelf 
awake, for he knew his Maſter would 
have 
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ſlept his laſt before he had Iyen down , 
had it nor been for his confidence in him, 
ro ſtir himſelf up thercfore, and prevent 
that which he found growing ſtrongly 
upon him, he made all poſhble reſiſtance, 
eo the very pulling himſclt by the Ears, 
bur it was with more modeſty than his 
Maſter had done formerly : Well, all 
was to no purpoſe, fleep he muſt , the 
wit of man could not prevent it, like a 
diſcreet man *hercfore, and one that

Don Guſman's Embroitderics upon the 
Ground, and then threw himſelf upon 
them when he had done, otherwiſe 
(thought he)  whocan promiſe bur rhey 
may be ſtole, )and being lay'd he diſpos'd 
himſelt immcdiatclyrto his reſt, as hav- 
ing a delire to wake half an hour before 
his Maſter: While the one {keeps 1n peace, 
and the other ſnores being diſturb'd with 
the riſques of his fortune , it ſtruck fix, 
and feven a Clock before cither of them 
wak'd ; muchabour Eight Doz Guſman 
who had lay'd himſclfourt of the ſhade, 
was awaken'd by the Sun which ſhin'd 
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perpendicularly upon his face. His Eyes 
being dazel'd with ſo greata light, and 
not knowing on the ſuddain what place 
he was in, hecalFd his MMardoce two or 
three times, who dreamt not {good man) 
of his waking ſo ſoon. As ſoon as Dor 
Guſman had recovered his light, and was 
able to diſtinguiſh the Objccts abour him, 
the firſt he caſt his Eyes on was his Cen- 
tinel Aardoce, who was ſo far from 
preventing his ſurprize by his Lady, that 
he was tumbled upon his Embroider'd 
Cloak, lin'd with green Satin, and 
worth more Money than ever he intended 
him forall the Service he could do him.

In the mean time the unfortunate aan 
doce knew not how to diſpoſe of himſelf; 
Togo home to lis Maſter till he could 
give him ſome tidings in what he was ſo 
impacieit to know , was as much as his 
lite was worth, he "march'd up and down 
tne Streets of Toledo, (one of the Jargett 
Town: in Spary) cnquiring Of every Ore 
he mer, it ehcy could dire him tothe 
Lodgt "A of aceriain Lady ina Vayle, 
whole tace he had neyer ſeen, whoſe 
Country l.c tad never heard, and whole 
Name te had never knowr. Having des 
mandcd the ſame thing of ieveral perſons 
who contented themſelves to call him 
D 3 Sor, 
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Sor, and laugh art his impettinence, he 
happen'd unnapptly upon a young man 
coming out of an Academy wt:cre he had 
been loſing his Moncy, ti.e young Bully- 
rock perſwading himiclt ic abu,'d bim 
with hts Queſtions, gave him an anſwer 
with a cuft inthe Ear, which bear him 
four paces back ; Mandoce had a good 
ruff Sword by his ſide, bur wcariaug it 
only for Ornament, and to figniftic hs 
rclation to his Maſter, he never troubled 
htmſclt rodraw ; Iwo or three perſons 
of therctormed Religion walking by very 
devourtly, and much {candaliz'd at tlc 
{troke he had recerved, they remembred 
him of his Sword; and told him it was a 
proper inſtrumenc co revenge ſuch an 1n- 
folencc, bur he befecch'd rhem to med- 
dle with their own affairs, and when 
they call'd him Coward, he call'd them 
Hereticks as faſt, and proteſted ro God 
tf they letr nor prating immediately, tc 
would have them allintothe Inquiſition 
ic not being permitted ro provoke any 
manto vengeance, who can forget injuries 
ſo calily as lic. 

About a kundred paccs from the place 


of this conflict, Aaxdoce having dilcry'd 
two 
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ewo Ladics ina Merchants Shop over the 
way; and both of them in Vayles', he 
concluded His butineſs was done, his 
peace made already with his Maſtcr, and 
all things would dowell. Leſt he ſhould 
loſe tight of them , heencamp'd juſt be= 
foretie Shop, and refolv'd never to leave 
hi. Poſt, till they bad letr th:cirs ; and as 
ſoon as tt:;cy came forth, to lay them 
aboard , what fo judicloufly he had 
forcicen, came by and by to pals : The 
good women l.aving made up their Mar- 
kers, made their Courtſics and went 
away,) and Mandece taking the alarm, 
drew cut and pcriued : having follow'd 
them to ti:c next turning , he ſpur'd up 
to her which had the worſt Cloaths on, 
ſuppoſing ter the Handmaid, for whom

irom threea Clockinthe morning. The 
firlt par: of his accolt was quarrelling 
that cr Miitrct3 had not bcen fo good as 
hcr word , that his Maſtcr had waited 
four hours tor her coming, and that hav- 
nz 130 otl:cr employment, he fell into 
paſſion with t.im,and had almoſt knock'd 
him in the hcad : The perſon with whom

ſtcr as he went home,and appoin:«d him 
the place whcre we met ycltcrday morn- 
ing ſo carly, by che {aine roken that 
wil tt my Maltcr and your Mrſtrcſs 
were tran{2ting their aftairs, 1 fella 
ſleep when 1 th "uld have been entertain- 
ing of you : Know Friend, reply'd the

HMandoce again, who had neither cat nor 
drank that day, bur I'le aſſure you I am 
nor, nor can I promite my {cli I ever tha]!l 
beas long as 1 live ; and for your better 
aſſurance, 1 am able to recount thac the 
othern! 2br betwixt Eleven and Twelve, 


you made the appoincment with my Ma-

tgre us, and that wh1l'lt my Maſter was 
Complementing your Miltre(s, I was a 
ſlcep upon the graſs (like a great Sot as [ |

At this very inſtant Dor Drego de Stu-

not diſcouraged for all rhar, bur being 
forc'd to rake his leave, he refolv'd to 
follovv at a diſtance to ſee vvhere ihe 
vvent in, concluding that news vvould 
make his peace vvith his Maſter. Having 
hous'd her in a ſhort time, and 1n a re- 
markable place he vvas returning vvith 
great comfort againſt all his misfor- 
runes , when Dox Drego's ſcrvant, call'd 
Ordogno, croſſing the way , pretended 
ſome contus'd knowledge of his tace,and 
began ro call him Countrey-man , 
though he had never {cen him betore, 1 
know not, reply'd Mandoce, whether | 
be your Ceuntrey-man or not, bur I'm 
ſureI cannot remember you ; Not re- 
member me, ſays Ordogno, I cannot be- 
lieve ir, you cannot forget your friends 
ſocaſily; and lſce now you begin to re- 
collect, I wiſh,ſays Marndoce you would 
give me ſome tokens to rub up my Me- 
mory, forthe more I look on you, = 
CLS 
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leſs T know you : If it depends upon thar, 
replycs the treacherous Ordogro,you ſhall 
know me immediately, Ot what Coun- 
try are you I pray 2 of Arragon reply'd 
Mandace, very right fayes Ordegno, but 
{ce what 1t 15 not to ſce one another a 
while, I had almoſt forgot you my ſelf, 
your Name 1 > 4/andoce reply'd the 
other : *tis trucindeed Mardece, reply'd 
Ordogno,with whom I have fo often----- 
But come, we mult not part without re- 
nevving our old acquaintance : I will treat 
you whil'{t I have you, for I would nor 
ir ſhouid be ſaid rwo friends who had 
ſo great kindneſs for one another ſhould 
part wich dry lips, and meet only to 
make chetr Congyes and begon. At the 
very naming of a Treat, Afardoce who 
was damnably hungry, and by conle- 
quence, eaſily convindt by ſuch kind of 
Arguments, began to be fatisfied pre- 
ſently, and did not doubt but he knew 
him, as wellas any manin the world : 
His Memory 1t is true vvould tardly 
conſent , bur he thought his gut more 
credible of rhe two, and end ok fol- 
 lJow'd him as freely, as they had been 
School-boys together, VV hen they had 
: drank 
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drank pretty well, the pernicious Ordog- 
20,whoſe thoughts were upon his deſign, 
pur Maxdoce upon talking as much as he 
could, and Maraoce baving naturally the 
Palſey in his rongue , fell a telling him 
immediately his Maſters name was Dor 
Guſman,That he was pafſionarely in Love 
with a Lady whoſe houſe he had been 
finding out, and was parted with her 
bur jult as he met him.

his friend one day the Sacrifice he had 
made, and todraw his reproaches upon 
himſelt. He return'd to his Lodging when 
he faw Doz Diego come out from Blar- 
che*s apparrement : Ordogro the {ubtilty 
Of -whoſc watching was the beſt of his 
play, follow'd him without being ob. 
jetv'd by Mandece, andreturning to Don 
Drego , acquainted him thar the Gentle. 
man who he had the honour to watch, 
was returned home without vifiting his 
Miſtreſs, and that he had dogged j1um to 
Doz Rut's houſe, wherethe day betore 
his Servant had told him his Maſter had 
his Lodgings, Dox Drego though te ap- 
prehended the News of his going ro 
Blaxche at his very heart, was not pleas'd 
notwithſtanding rhat he was gorc home 
without waiting upon her : They were 
ſo accuſtomed to ſquabbles };is Miſtreſs 
and hc, that Nox Drego was prepared to 
ſay ſo many thinzs to Blanche, if he could 
catch hcrat any time with Dox Guſmar, 
thatin the great deſire he had of quarrel- 
ling with hcr, he was not aſhamed Wo 
purchaſc a pretence, neither did he for- 
get any thing he might honourably do 
ro 
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to preſcrve the ill humour he was in, - 
That he might ar leaſt have the pleaſure 
of quarrclling with himiclf, ſeeing he 
could not do it with any body elſe : He 
reficdted very gravely upon Dorn Guſmas's 
retreat, and imagin'd it rather an Evi- 
dence of his paſhon, than an Argument of 
his indifference. His jealoultte , or if

AfterDinncr Blanche who had dreſs'd her 
ſelf to return certain Viſits which ſhe 
had reccived, ſhe acquainted Dor Drego, 
who underſtanding (as he thought) what 
ſhe would be at,took his leave of her,and 
paſt that day bur very indiffcrently. 
The vigilant Elurra who obſcry'd hew 
the timeranaway, and was very appre- 
henſ1ve of Franciſco de Medina's return, 
tro whom her Brother had been ſo idle as 
to promiſe her, rcſolv'd tro make her 
2:\vantave of t:15 abſence, and try her > 
mo 
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moſt Skill ; to compleat what ſhe had ſo 
luckily begun. Dozx R##s, contrary to his 
cuſtome, being got up thar day before 
Doz Guſman was returned from his Ren- 
dezvouz with Elyrra, ſhe ſent by Jacrnts 
to defire him tocome into her Chamber 
before he went abroad, for ſhe had

elf. 1knoy in maricrs of Gallantry 0 
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Eofts are canſider'd,when a Lady reſolves 
to make the firſt overture her ſelt : 414 
if yours has been at the Rendezvouz ut 
oace lince che beginning, I chink ſhe i. in- 
excuſable unle{; good witneſs can be 
brought thac ſhe dycd ſuddainly. *Tis 
true, {aid Dn Guſman, a pcrion which 
dyes ſtiddainly, has a lawtul exculc for 
noc meeting at the place ſhe appoiiired , 
but I ſhould be very ſorry ſuc!: an acci- 
denc ſhould happen to lo beautiful a La- 
dy asI fancy her to be ro whom [ ſpake 
ro but once. Nor am [| fo dclicatc but 
I had rather forgive without any, thu 
receive ſocruel an Excuſc. 

All chart I can ſay to you, faid Do: 
 G'ſnay, 1s, thatI have nor ſecn her tuice 
thetime I cold you I parced from ber,and 
her Conqueſt 1 find conſiderable enough 
ro torment me for want of the light of her: 
This Sir is the cauſe of what you obſerv'd 
in my Countenance, if it be crue you ob- 
ſerv'danyrhing : It you deſire 1 thou'd 
boſe it, favour me ſo far as to enquire no 
further, or elſe queſtion me if you pleaſe 
abour any other matter , and do not con- 
train meto entertain you with my mis- 


fortune ; Don Rurs did as his friend 1n- 
treated 
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treated him, andchang'd his SubjeR as 
ſoon as he had ask'd him.

who was alwayes liſftning, fail'd nor ro 
overhear them, Jacints having advis'd 
her that thorow a lictle Window 1n a 
place ſhe would nor name, ſhe ſaw her 
Brother go up to Dex Guſman, {he ſtepr 
immediately into her Cabinet , where 
ſhe loſt not one word of their diſcourle : 
She knowing nothing of what had hap-

mer, I ſhould not like 1t ſo well, 7 do 
not find it ſocold as you do, and the rea. 
ſon may be, becauſe I am not ſo rotten : 
And then the man ſtept in and held him, 
to let you know the perſons you have the 
infolence to threaten with your Cudge], 
if I had one about me, I would wait 
upon you on the ſame errand, without 
croublingmy 1clt roenquire who ic vvas ] 
revvarded for his favvcineſs. But they 
did nor hold long at this rate, Doz Dzego 
vvas too cold, and the Merchant got into 
the Boat again vvith lits Equipage , vvho 
deſired him to put a ſhore on the other 
fide of the vvatcr , leaſt they ſhould 
fall rogether by the Ears vvith an cx- 
travagant Fellovv vvho ſcem'd ro defire 
nothing clic.

neſs out of htz head, in cauſing the Sta- 
ble door ro be thur againſt him ) and 
with hi3 one Lacquey, who for recom- 
pence of four years Service would have 
been glad ro have been turned our of 
doors, went with all ſpeed to enquire 
ouc the belt Lawyers in Genoa ; to be 


adviicd whetner nc might nor legally 


demand the Dearch of his Unckle, ac- 
cording to the purpiyre of the Letter was 
{cnt him : The Lawycrs di{gutted at the 
queſtion, would give him no anſwer, till 
he had gLvcn chem their tees, and chen 
they told him tor his Money, that nnlcts 
ke had been a Fool he would never have 
been pertwaded too rediculous a propo- 
fi:101 :; ÞBctng almo!tt our of his Waits 
that he was out fomuch Money tor Coun- 
celthatlignfhed nothing, Franciſco and 
his Folly , tis Horſe and his Lacqucy, 
went all mn a Boly imo an Inn, 

whlicre abourc tcn a Clock at Nignt the 
Millrcts 
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Miſtreſs of the houſe would needs turn 
chem out of doors, becauſe no Supper was 
beſpoke; Ir being roo Jate to ſeck a new 
Lodging at that time of Night, andir 
being by misfortune 7hurſday Night 
whcn Dox Franciſco arriv'd at that Town 
he was put to his choice whether 1f 
would rake ſix ſtale Ram ſtones which 
could not be kept {weet t1]] Sunday, or 
put up his Pipes, and go ſ{cck him new 
Quarters, lc was twenty times 1n tho 
mind tcotake the latter of th;e two, and to 
lye abroad 1nthe Streets, rather than to 
accept ſuch in hoſpitable Conditions , 
but for fear the Officers which go all 
night about the City, and would ccrtain- 
ly have carry'd him to the Round-houſe, 
had they tound him bulking 1t at ſounſca- 
ſonable an hour, he rcolv'd to tare well 
inſpight of his teeth, and to make Mirth 
for his Hoſtcſs, who had the picaſure ro 
| hear him ſwear a great Oath at every 
Morſc] went down. Of the fix Ram 
{tones which were prepared for him , he 
cat two himſelf , and thought his Belly 
would have broke with ſo exorbitant a 
Meal, rwo more he gave his Foot-man , 
who when they were done, had m_—_ 
© 
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of the Caſt of one of the 0Id Roman Hero's 
in his Countenance, who had never been 
brought up to Suppers ; the other two 
he forc'd upon his Horſe, who beingun- 
uz*'d (poor Jade) to ſo odd a kind of 
Dyer, winc'd and kick'd ſeveral rimes 
by way of Apology, bur perceiving the 
Barnicles at his Noſe , and a great Iron 
Engine ready to force open his Mouth, 
he wasglad to acquieſs, and rake them 
down civilly, though with no little dan- 
ger of being choak'd ; and as if this had 
not only been ſufficient , but there had 
been danger his guts would have been 
crackt as well as his Maſters, they tyed 
him up wichour Oars or Hay till the next 
Morning. 

As he was a hundred and a hundred 
times revolving his Ulnkles unkindneſs , 
the Letter he had receiv'd at his Houle

remembred he had made him a hundred 
proteſtations of friendſhip, and that he 
had afſurcd him he might diſpoſe both 
of his Honour, and Life, bur nora word 
of his Money all the while, ſo that in his 
judgment not to be contented with what 
he had offered him, was tooffer violence 
tro his friendſhip , and gave him a juſt 
occaſion to break it ; However he read 
the Letter over again, but without any 
diſpoſition ro do what he was defired x 
he call'd for Pen, Ink, and Paper, and 
becaule the Polt for Span was jult ready 
to go, he would anſwer it immediately , 
bur his head being full, and the trick his 
Unckle kad play'd him lying hard upon 
his Stomach, his mind run more upon 
other things, than what he was writing, 
ſo that this Leuer went away in theſe 
very terms,

This Letter writ, feal'd and diſpatch, 
Franciſco went to Bed, and palt the whole 
Ntght in curling his Unckle, his Lacquey 
in curſing his Maſtcr , and the Genet 
(who could not immagine Ramſtones to 
b- ſo nouriſhing mcar ) in devouring 
halt a Dczcn of the Rack-ſtaves. 
Loſs 
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Loſs and Den Franciſco were ſo incom- 
patible, that he could not ſuſtain the 
lealt withc ut very great trouble. The 
word /ofs ( which is bur indifferent in ir 

elt ) ke could not pronounce without 
horror, and that he did not hang him- 
felt when he underitood what he had lt 
by his Ulnckle , it was not fo much ap- 
prehcntion of being damn'd, as tear of 
lo[ii9 h1s Soul. Atter he had iry'd a 
hundred Rcatons and Contrivances with 
hwſ{clt, bur could not tind ore that 
cave him C onſolation, he refolv'd to £0 
once more to his Unckle. and fcc it he 
could be brought by tair mcans to AN AC- 
commodarion, and to give him poſſefſion 
Of wi at belong'd wo him aitcr his dcath , 
vpon which crms he was contented he 
might live. But the Unckle having very

co flay no longer in a Countrey where 
| perſons 
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perſons of his Merit were uſed ſoill , he 
20t upon the poor Animal which bronghy 
him thither, and follow'd by rhe Traig 
which came with him, he {cc forth for 
Toledo, and arrived juſt ar thar time 
when Dor Rats joy'd him of his journey, 
which brought his misfortunes, and ex= 
peacecs fo trcih into his mind , that he 
chole rather io tall a crying, than to give 
him an an{wcr. 

Two daycs after the return of Doz 
Franciſcode Medina, whole Tears Eluirg 
could not be perſwaded to commilerarte, 
a Commer appear'd in Spazy, ſome will 
haveita Hee Commet , others a Shee ; 
tor my part / leave cvcry man to his op1- 
non, and had rather bclieve ic an Hip- 
moupirodite, rhan cw be pur to Jook under 
its rei], ſo thar Ict it be of what Gendcr 
ic plcaſe, this betng premis'd , I hope 
neither one {ide or othicf will have reaſoy 
to be angry : 

Two dayes (I fay) after tbe returnof 
Don Franciſco a Gommer appearing 113 
Syarn, drew the curtolity of ail people rg 
be10Id it ; There was retcher main, NT 
woman, poor, nor rich, great, nor ima1!}, 
bur ſatiated their Eves with that prodi-

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gicus Spectacle, art Midnight which was 
the hourit riſeat, ſome ltood gaping in 
tne St1cers, othcrs out of their Windows, 
and ſome wwho were fcartul of bcing 
Prc{s'd, and had a months mind 10 be 
playing in the Gutters with "the Cats, 
clambcr'd upa top of the Houſes , ven- 
ruring their Necks to {atisfhe the curioiity 
of cl.cir Eyes ; Never was there tuch a

Never wcre Altrologers, Calters of Na- 
rtvittes, and fuch as Low {uturc events 
(as it were without Book) 10 fuck citeem 
as they were then for three VVecks toge-

Franciſco de Medina , who from Eaſter

curtolity, or any pleaſure that ht cook

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in the fight ; bur co inform himſelf whe- 
ther it portended Famine or not, that if 
ir did Lc might Jay in Corn, while it was 
cheap, and Rectal) it out afterwards at 
his own Rate+, bur an Aſtrologer in an 
old rulty Gown having maintained in the 
preſence of the King of Caſtile that the 
Commect preſaged V\ ar, Franciſco who 
was not for that kind of Recreation , ſtu- 
died hard for ſome otl.cr way of making 
itpropitions, and if it wcre poſſible to 
retuad rhe Expence of his Journey into 
ltaly.” Having conſider'd very folemnly 
about halta day, and ler his wit upon 
the Centers to find out ſome way of reum-+ 
bourting himſelf, he hir or ar leaſt 
thoughc he hit upon an cxpedicnt 
which would not only recompence his 
loſſes and charges, bur in a ſhort time 
raile him a contiderable Eſtate. 

He {tir'd not out of his houſe all the reſt 
of the day, leaſt his project thould be 
diſccrn'd in his Countenance, and ſome 
body outrun him, and beg it of the King : 
Bur being gor the next morning into the 
Kings Chambcr , an hour bctore the 
Counſclfatc, he preſented him a Peti- 
ton which tie had drawn up him{clt ,

Moneys as ſhould be granted him by us 
Majeity : The King, ( to whom Frar- 
trſcowniſper'd only by the by, Thar the 
Boon he defired of him was contain'd in 
the Petition he rook the boldneſs to pre- 
ſent him) caus'd it to be read in the 
Counſel, where afrer they had Jaught 
their Belly fulls, ic was concluded, ( to 
pura trick upon the Petictoner) ro grant 
his delite. 

The Counfel being up, Franciſco (who 
attended very diligently at the Door,and 
never ptay'd ro God ſo heartily for any 
thing in his life, asto favour that deſign) 

made 
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made a low Revcrence to the King, who 
knowing {tm again by the meagerneſs of 
his Viſage, told him his Petition was 
Granted, and Alonſo Perez, the Secre- 
tary of his Commands had order to diſ- 
parchalits Parent that very day, for which 
the over- joy'd Franciſco was fo thanktul 
Le ſwore a_rouzing Oath thar in all 
the dayes he had to live, there ſhould 
not one paſs without an Exauatat Dews 
tor 11s Majelty , Night and Morning. 
Alox'a Perez according to Orders drew up 
his Fatent, and got it figned as was con- 
cluded amongſt rticm ; having receiv'd it 
at his hands, Franciſco demanded what 
- were his Fees, and what he was to glve 
tor its expedition, Alonſo told him that 
he wa: too much his Seryant to take any 
thing lumſelt, but that the preſent being 
fo confiicrable, he might well afford ro 
give hisprincipal Clerk a thouſand Duc- 
kets for the pains he had taken ; Fran- 
ciſco wen immediately with bis thouſand 
Duckets w find him out, and deliver'd 
them frankly without ſwearing an Oath, 
and the reaſon was becauſe he believed 
to get a Iandred thouſand by the Bar- 
Rails 
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Tranſported with the ſucceſs of his Pa- 
tent, and proud even to infolencc, to be 
ſuch a Favourite with Forcune, the fir(k 
thing lic did, was to repent him *of his 
ingagement to Elurra de Moncade, whoſe 
Portion began to appear too ſmall , for 
{ſuch an Eſtate as his Commet promis'd 
bimz whilſt this remorſe was hot upon 
his Conſcience, he went to Doz Kus his 
honſe, who recerv'd him with all 1mina- , 
ginable civility, which was return'd by 
Franciſco with as much neglect on the 
other {(1de, not looking upon tm now as 
his equa], fince |;45 {ſuperlative advance. 
ment. Hetold him at firſt dath, what 
the King had bettgwed on him, then he 
declared that he would not be Marricd , 
unleſs Elcirawould giveas much for lim 
as ne was worth , and at Jaſt ro'd him 
plainly chat 1t tie would relcaſe him of the 
promitc he tad made to Marry his Siſter, 
tic would give him a Diamond worth 
three hundred pounds ; Dorn Ries (who 
rhouzh he kept it to him{clt) tada fen- 
'bleregretforthe folly Ic had commit- 
'4in promiling his Silicrto ane of moſt 
-iculous Coxcombs of the Sex, and 
011d wich all his heart have given as 
much 
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nauch as he was offer'd, to have been 
jreed from his ingagement ) pretended 
to be infinitely difpleas'd ar the propoſt- 
tion ; Bur Fraxciſco having whipt the 
Jewel of a ſuddain out of his Pocket, he 
conjured him fo imporiunately not to Op- 
poſc nimſelt againit his fortunes, and ro 
confider that with ſo great a ſtock as his 
Majcity had bcen plcas'd to give him, 
the richClt Partiſan 1n Spary would think 
himſclt happy tro Marry his Daughter to 
hing, Do#z Ruis took the Diamond , and 
rent the Articles in pieces, which being 
done, they cmbrac'd, and departed, both 
very well fatisfied, though 1n .dced bur 
one of them had reaſon. 

But Franciſco was not Jong in this ex- 
talie of happineſs, The Devil who to 
perplex him, had pur it into his head to 
exact [1x pence a piece of every one who 
delircd to fee the Commer, had render'd 
him Stone blind astoall obſtacles he was 
to meet by the way : He concluded there 
would be at leaſt rwo Millions tro lccit, 
and he was too good an Arithmetician to 
be ignorant that fix pence multiplyed by 
two Millions amounted to 500000 
pounds {fer112g.

ner in the world. For that kind of Diſticm. 
per being ſubject ro Delrriums , nothing 
could be more divertifement than co hear 
Franciſco in hi;;His Italtan Unckle, Alonſo 
de Perez, and Don Rus were never Out of 
his thoughts, he thunder'd over their 
names one aftcr another as faſt as he 
could, but never pronounc'd one of them 
withour a curſe at the end on't, never- 
theleſs among all che misfortunes he pre- 
tended to complain of , he conſtantly 
remembecr'd rhe great favour his Maje- 
ſty had done him, in granting that ſo 
raciouſly, which he excravagantly had 
defired , and he doubted not at all, bur 
that it his Project had ben better, the 

Kings grace would have been ghe —_ {o 

nat 
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that deſiring to dye ncither anthankful 
for benefits, nor inſcnſible of injuries he 
would {ing ſometimes a line or two of the 
Exauatat ize had promty'd him, and then 
rack abuur with a good curſe upon thoſe 
who had injured him :; it being impoſſi. 
ble for h1:n © recommend the King to 
God Almighty, wichour ſending ac the 
{ame time, his Enemies tothe Devil. 

I cannot think the kind Reader cxpeAts 
to be entertain'd in this place with the 
recitation of his VVill, not but he had 
wherewithall tro make a fortune for a 
better man than himſelf, bur he lik'd it 
becter (ro {engehen his life bur ſome few 
Minutes) ro leave things at fixes and 
ſevens, and ſuffer that ſtock he had in 
rhis world to go to him that could getit 
when he was in the next, thanto haſten 
his Journey by the naming of a Will ; 
for this is upon Record , he was ſo un- 
willing to venture out of this world, the 
very name of Death, Will , or Legacy 
would have diſpatcht him tothe other 
but when he found his departureat hand, 
and that death was pulling him away by 
the heels, he did what he could ro have 
madea VVill, and recommendcd to tiioſe 
who

who were about him, (whom he began 
not to know ) to cauſe ſuch a perſon as 
he nam'd to chem, to pay 1n a Sum of 
' Money he had lent him upon a piece of 
Plate, buc to be ſure above all things 
that nothing was abated him of his inte- 
reſt, and then hedyedas like a Chriftian 
as he lived, - of which Eluzra (who knew 
nothing of cancelling the promiſes) was 
moſt miſchicviouſly joyful. 

But co reaſlume my Narration where [ 
lefr it , which is finiſh'd in regard of 
Franciſco de Medina, I defire thoſe who 
will entertain themſelves to the End, to 
remember that Beatrix (who in this time 
was prefer'd to þe chick Woman to 
Blanche de Pimentel ) had given adver- 
tiſement to Dox Rur, that his Milſtreſſes 
Holy.day was not far off, and that 
Don Ruis had promis'd her ſuch a 
Serenade as ſhould tickle the Fars 
of the greateſt Crittick in Mulick : Sup- 
poſing that this I have ſaid be remem- 
bred, my preſent province i5 to acquaint 
that Doz Diego (who inſpight of the jea- 
loukte which made him almoſt mad) was 
roo much a Gentleman to torget any

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to pay, and therefore had prepared one 
al{oot 1115 own, which he refolv'd ſhould 
be the beſt he could poſſibly make :

Rutis who toreſaw what happen'd, and 
bad no mind to be known, obliged his 
Conlorts ro follow him, and then ſtole 
away before Candles could be brought : 
and Doz Dr-e0 on the otherſide appre- 
hending his Rivals retreat, was bur a 
$tratggem to drill him into tome other 
place where lic mtzhr fall upon him 
again with more adva antage, he contt- 
nued where hc was, and conc Inded him- 
felt Conquercr , becaule they had lett 
him thc hold. 

V\ tallt Doa Rurs made his retreat,the 
Count de B-neveat , an old Tcity grifle 
headed tejlow,, bur one that had wir 
enouzinto know that all theſe Serenace;

She 
knew well enough her Authority with 
Nox Geſ-nan was abſolute, and thar he 
would loſc a good parc of his 1c{entmcnt, 
if ſhe bur vouchſatr him her Com- 
pany and Diſcourſe for a while, bur

Brother. Afrerſhe had debated , and

reliend. That which vou dcfire reply'd 

lanche,is of more dangerous conſequence 
ro me, then going to Dox Drego my lclt - 
Of this Don Guſmar ic 15, he 1s jealous, 
and if it ſhould come to his Ear that l 
entcrcati'd tiimin my Lodgings,it would 
nor only confirm but increaſe his jealou- 
fie : To prevcnt his diſcovery, reply'd 
the witty Elurra, tits way I will propole, 
Do» Guſman at preſent is at Dinner with 
the King, from whence hz will be rcturn- 
ing ina very ſhort time, if you plcaſe 
1acimtd hall go ftay tor him, 'and cli him 
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I defire to ſpeak with him (without men. 
tioning where) and then conduRt him to 
the private Door 1n your appartement , 
whcre Beatrix may be ready tO open it, 
and convey him by the back Stairs up in- 
to your Chamber, whcrel will be alene 
roreccive him, fo that Dox Diego ſhall 
be lo far trom knowing Don Guſmgn was 
here, that Don Guſman ithall not know 1c 
himſclt. And if my Father arrives 
whillt you are talking wich Doz Guſman , 
replycs the cautious Blaxche , and ſu- 
ſpe&ts me to have the leaſt finger in any 
amorou intrigue, he is the moſt diſficule 
man in the world to be ſatisfied, & unleſs 
tlic excuſcs be very gocd, he is very hard 
to be reconciled, Your Fatker,who plays 
at Ci.cfs every day attcr Dinner (which

Plication) reply'd the infinuating Elyira, 
{cldom comes home before Night : Bur 
it by accident any aftair ſhould bring him 
home, and Don G»ſman in the houſe, no- 
thing can be more caſe, in my judgment, 
than to make his Eſcape, 1 never the 
le(s you apprehend his return, as. It 1s 
pothiblc he may, and Beatrix be imp'oy'd, 
when the thould be conveytig away Dop 
Guſmgn, 
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Guſiran, itis only her leaving the Door 
unlock'd, and 7'le warrant him ſteal 
down fo neatly of himſelf, that Ile defie 
che beſt ſighted Parcnt 1n Chriſtendom tv 
perceive 111m. 

The cloquent Eluzra managed her ar. 
guments ſo well,and retell'd all Blaxches 
vbjcttions with 10 much dexterity , that 
ſhe comply'd with her inſenitbly , and 
2ranted l.cr deltire, /mmediatcly /acry..
